Cleaning Room and Finishing 


Cleaning room records (Fig. 2) are prepared from 
a form on which the drycleaner keeps track of his daily 
and wee kly activity He records poundage for eac h load 
of wool for eac h classification, silks for each classifica 
thon household ramwear, sweaters mothproofing, and 
waterproofing. He also marks down the hours he works 
the solvent level in the tank at the beginning and end 
of the work week, and the number of ounces of soap 
and filter powder he uses 

By tabulating these figures as shown, Wilson can 
tell at a glance if his supplies cost is out of line and, by 
his cost-per-pound and sales-per-pound figures, if his 
cleaning room is producing as it should. He is able to 
talk intelligently with soap and solvent salesmen 

Finishers are paid by the piece, so the pavroll rec 
ords provide the data needed for the finishing tabula

Why so many classifications and subdivisions? Well, 
for example, occasionally bleed a bit and this 
slight running of color will dull or discolor lighter pinks 
The only sure way of avoiding this is to wash the items 
separately. Fast and light colors are usually handled at 
temperatures not over 140-150 F 

Fugitive work is similarly divided into two classifi 
cations, light and dark, to prevent bleeding and printing 
of colors. They are run at temperatures of 90° -100°F 
Wools, silks and rayons are sometimes handled together 
and are also subdivided into light and dark classifica 
tions. They should be handled at temperatures under 
100 F 

The number of classifications will vary from plant to 
plant. No single chart can apply to every operation. For 
instance, it is frequently a practice in smaller plants to 
combine several classifications. Thus, fast-colored cot- 
tons may be run with whites. But some degree of qual 
ity is lost in the interest of making the most economical 
use of the washer, This is not to say that the practice 
should be condemned. From a practical standpoint it 
wouldnt pay to run through just a few shirts under two 
separate formulas when a full capacity load can be run 
formula. Care should be exercised, however, 
when classifications are combined. The water tempera

Netting 


Nets are used for a number of reasons, among them: 
to keep a customer's order together and facilitate rapid 
identification; to keep the various classifications of work 
separate, and to reduce general wear and tear on the

If a customer has a large order of shirts, the use of 
the pin and net eliminates the necessity of marking each 
shirt individually 

Since starch and no-starch shirts go through the 
same washing process under the same formula, some 
laundries put no-starch work in specially marked nets 
A red rubber tag, for example, may serve as the identi 
fying mark. (The use of colored nets is not favored for 
whitework.) At the end of the washing process the nets 
identified as no-starch are pulled from the wheel and 
extracted, while the work remaining in the washer goes

The Washing Formula 


The washing formula is nothing more than a set ot 
operations to be followed in washing garments of a 
certain classification. There are as 
there are 


many formulas as

\ short explanation of each operation may prove 
helpful at this point: 


The Break: The “break” or first operation serves to wet 
out the clothes. It is one of the most important opera 
tions in the washing formula. When properly executed 
the break loosens and suspends up to 96 percent of the 
soil present in the load. Only about half of this soil is 
removed when the bath is dumped, for garments absorb 
a good portion of the water. The water level used at this 
stage is sometimes run a little higher than in the suds 
bath since there is more soil to remove at this point 

Where there is a lot of loose soluble soil in the load 
the break is run with straight water just as it comes 
from the tap. At other times, alkali is added (and some 
times, soap) depending on the amount and type of soil 
to be removed 

At one time it was considered wrong to run the

Souring: The souring operation is used to neutralize 
any alkalinity removed by rinsing. If the souring 
operation is omitted, particularly on starched work, the 
garments mav become vellow when ironed. 

Sours in common use are either acid salts or weak 
acids. The sour operation should be run at least 2 min- 
utes and preferably 3 minutes at a level lower than that 
used for the suds. Cold water is ordinarily used. If rust 
is encountered water temperature should range around 
160 F. Do not rinse after the sour bath.

Blueing: The main reason for using blue is to counter 
act the tendency of cottons to turn yellow from age and 
the accumulation of impurities. There are three types of 
blues used in laundering: (a) sour blue, (b) combina

Sour blue is used in the sour bath or in a following 
bath that is on the acid side of the pH scale. It may be 
added to the wheel before souring but for proper color 
development sour should be included in the same bath 
If this method is used thorough rinsing must precede 
blueing, otherwise ironing will bring out a pinkish hue 
in the fabric 

Combination blue is designed for use in either a 
sour or alkaline bath and gives a blue tint

In August, 1952, the first month of operation at the 
new drive-in, there was a $200 increase in drop-in vol 
ume over the previous month at the old location.

RADIO TIME is the biggest item on the advertising 
budget of Eagle Dye Works, Hartford, Connecticut 
About two vears ago Bob Wilke, general manager of 
both Empire Laundries, Inc., and Eagle, and Myer 
Ellovich, president and manager of Eagle, came up 
with an unusual twist in radio commercials that is still 
remembered in Hartford, even though the promotion 
has not been Im use tor several months 

Worked out with the help of Radio Station WCC( 
the idea was to offer a free clinic service under the 
name, “First Aid for Fabrics.” Anyone within the sta 
tion’s broadcast area could get prompt advice on how to 
handle almost any clothing or fabric problem

To start the promotion off, commercials plugging the 
service were aired 42 times a week. Response was al 
most immediate. As many as 30 calls a day poured in. 
Mr. Ellovich and Mr. Wilke were personally interested 
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in seeing what type of response came in, so the switch 
board operator was instructed to turn all of these calls 
over to them 

If the consumer's problem was relatively simple, she 
would be told how to handle it with materials readily 
available to her. If the problem was something for a 
plant spotting department, she would be told to send 
the garment to a reputable cleaner. The consumer was 
not asked to send her problem garment to Eagle. If, 
trom the description of the damage, it was obvious that 
nothing could be done, the consumer was told that, too. 

Most of the problems phoned in were fairly routine 

food stains, ink, paint, grease, ete.—but a few really 

taxed the know-how of Eagle's experts. One distraught 
lady called in to say she had been giving her canary a 
dose of castor oil, had spilled some on to the bird's 
feathers—and what should she do? Mr. Ellovich told 
her that no professional assistance was needed, that the 
bird would soon be able to clean the soiled plumage 
itself. It did 

Not wanting to run the promotion into the ground, 
Eagle gradually tapered off on the number of commer 
cials devoted to it, and now is not using them at all 
Three to six calls weekly for the service are still coming 
in, however. In another year or so management plans to 
resume it 

Eagle did not attempt to keep detailed figures on 
how much new business one promotion brought in, The 
operators do know, however, that a high percentage of 
the consumers whose problems required cleaning-plant 
attention did ask Eagle to handle the work. And they 
know that the goodwill created by First Aid for Fabrics

tHE POPULARITY

In 1947 Joseph De Lora of De Luxe 
Cleaners & Dyers, Clifton, New Jersey

Chere was reason to hesitate, however. De Luxe was 
growing rapidly. It had just moved into a brand-new 
plant in 1940 and had already been enlarged once in 
1945 when a new wing was added to make more room 
for the finishing department. Furthermore, its two 
pickup-and-delivery routes were bringing in about 30 
percent of the total business volume. Was it, after all, 
such a good idea to stress cash-and-carry now? Mr. De 
Lora thought it was and his beliefs were confirmed. 

In 1947 an adjoining lot with room for a dozen cars 
was paved and an architect was commissioned to con 
vert the plant to a drive-in. When the transformation 
was completed, one of the routes was dropped. In spite 
of this, the business volume remained steady and within 
1 vear increased by 10 percent. This may be attributed 
to a number of factors, no one of which gives the com 
plete answer

And an air of 
efficiency complements the service. In short, the plant 
is hard to miss. 

The marquee carries a panel which stretches across 
the front of the store. Removable letters can be inserted 
to enumerate the services offered or to present timely 
seasonal messages. The marquee is of sufficient width to 
provide cover from the parking lot to the call-office 
entrance in the event of rain or snow, so that it’s func- 
tional as well as decorative 

The impressive 40-foot pylon has become a land- 
mark and identifies the plant from greater distances, 
especially at night when flashing neon lights illuminate 
its porcelain-and-formica finish. 

De Luxe does some advertising in local newspapers 
but prefers to offer customer appreciation gifts two or 


three times a year, such as decanters, kitchen tongs, 
drinking glasses, and most recently steak knives. For 
every $2 order, say, the customer receives one gift item 
free. These items are prominently displayed on the call 
counter and circulars are distributed throughout the 
neighborhood calling attention to these offers. 

De Luxe makes good use of a distributing agency. 
During the slow months of January and February cou- 
pons are distributed offering cleaning services at re- 
duced rates. Returns are good. 

Leaflets are also used as educational pieces. Within 
the past month, for example, the plant converted to the 
charged system (4 percent, with extractors rinse ). 
Button tags will be used to inform the customer that 
his garments have been cleaned by a new process. The 

leaflet follow-up elaborates on what the new system is 
and what it means to the cus- 
tomer and his garments.

De Luxe is constantly on 
the watch to offer improved and 
additional services to its custom- 
ers. In 1949 fur storage and 
shirt laundering were  intro- 
duced as sidelines. 

The air-conditioned sterage 
vault—big enough to hold be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 garments 
—was operated until 1952 when 
the company decided to stick to 
drycleaning and shirts because 
of a managerial shortage. (Mr. 
De Lora took ill that year and 
son Pat was serving with the 
Army in Korea, leaving the bur- 
den of responsibility to another 
son, James.) A store was built 
on to the fur storage vault and 
both were leased out to a furrier. 
Now fur garments may be 
cleaned, stored, repaired or 
made to order. While the two 
businesses are separate and dis- 
tinct, the parking lot serves both 
and the services complement 
one another. 

The shirt volume continues 
to grow. At 20 cents a shirt the 
volume today averages — 1,500 
pieces per week and accounts 
for 10 percent of total business 

While De Luxe normally of- 
fers a three-day service, four- 
hour available. 
Since most of the customers may 
be considered neighborhood 
trade, this fast used 
primarily by transients and ac- 
counts for 8 or 9 percent of the 
weekly volume 

The plant occupies 5,500

In the first place, and this is probably the primary 
problem the fabric in the front of the dress has been 
cut on the bias. This type of construction will always 


The fabric 


cause an uneven hemline sooner or later 
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tends to stretch along the line of least resistance, which 
of course is with the run of the material. On the other 
hand, at the same time it will pull up at the side of 
greatest resistance, namely where the fabric runs per- 
pendicular to the tendency to stretch. Therefore in 
every case of bias-cut skirts it will be noted that they 
are down on one side and up on the other. 

Second, a contributing factor in the case of this gar- 
ment is the sizing that it contains. As this sizing is 
broken up through wear, and the mechanical action of 
drvcleaning, the fabric tends to adjust itself to the lines 
ot resistance 

This problem of uneven hemlines on bias-cut gar- 
ments one for drycleaners. The 
source of the difficulty is in the garment’s construction, 
not in the cleaning operation

Stains From Crepe-Paper Dye 


This suit came in with stains from crepe-paper dye on the 
kirt. We soaked it in a soap-and-water solution with the result 
that the skirt is now a different color from the coat. How should 
ve handle it?—L.C., Nebraska 


This garment has been made from pure silk yarns. 
In addition, a water-soluble sizing has been used on the 
fabric to impart body and stiffness. 

While your procedure was correct for the removal 
of the paper-dye stain, it unfortunately cannot be used 
on a fabric of this type. The difference in color that is 
now apparent between the skirt and the jacket is due 
to the fact that a loss of sizing has occurred. This sizing 
had some effect on the shade of the material as well as 
imparting stiffness. Therefore, when the sizing was lost 
the skirt lost its body and _ stiffness, the color was 
changed, and probably some shrinkage took place as 
well 

It is quite inadvisable to use moisture and wetclean- 
ing detergents to any extent on this fabric. This may 
mean that spotting and cleaning of the garment will 
not be as thorough as we would like but the customer 
will have to be advised on the facts in such cases and 
be content with a limited cleaning operation. 

Removal of the crepe-paper dye from this garment 
without affecting the color or body of the fabric is im- 
possible. 


Sunfade the Culprit 


What caused the discoloration on this lady’s suit? The cus- 
tomer claims she kept it covered over the summer.—T.L.( 
North Dakota 


In spite of the fact that the customer claims to have 
had the garment covered during its storage in a closet, 
the straight-line color loss indicates those areas were 
exposed to sunlight. 

Loss of color of this type is generally attributable to 
either gas fading or sunfading. But gas fading occurs 
on both sides of an acetate fabric while sunfading 
occurs only on the side exposed. 

Redyeing is the only means of restoration in this 
case.

marker lists and prices the pieces, stamps an invoice 
number on the ticket with a marking machine, identifies 
the garments with tags carrying the same number, and 
sends the work along tor processing. 

rhe complete ticket is sent to the plant office where 
a girl totals the invoice, separates it, keeps the third 
sheet of the ticket, and sends the first two copies back 
to the plant where they are stapled to the bagged order 
after assembly. The assembler-bagger pushes the gar- 
ments on to a slickrail leading to the drivers’ racks. 

Here the drivers take over. They place the assem 
bled garments on the proper route racks and are re 
sponsible for delivering them on schedule which, unless 
the garment is a special, is a week from the date of 
pickup. When the bundle is delivered, the driver keeps 
the first of the two stapled copies for his own records; 
the second remains on the order as the customer's bill. 
\t the end of the day the driver turns in a portion of 
his day's receipts. He is not expected to make a com 
plete accounting until Friday afternoon. The amount 
turned in each day is left to his own discretion 

At the end of the day the office girl sorts out her 
copies of the day’s incoming invoices, totals them by 
route, with separate breakdowns for drycleaning, shirts, 
and specials, and fastens each group together with the 
adding-machine tape attached. 

On Thursday afternoon the sorted and totaled plant 
copies of the previous week's invoices, plus a record of 
each driver's cash turned in the first four days of the 
current week, are handed to Mr. Day. He lists and adds 
the daily totals for each route on separate columnar 
sheets and gives each routeman a carbon copy. 

On Friday afternoon Mr. Day makes out a settle- 
ment sheet for each route.

Abuse of this setup is prevented by the requirement that 
outs be listed. If Mr. Day had reason to suspect that the 
routeman’s list of outs was falsified, he could easily 
check up on the outstanding accounts himself. 

When returns and outs have been listed, the route- 
man’s salary and commissions are figured and entered 
in a space at the top of the sheet. 

Then the following items are added: cash turned 
in during the previous four days; salary and commis- 
sion; miscellaneous credits; returns, and outs. The dif- 
ference between this total and the total of the previous 
week's invoices, outs and returns is the amount which 
the routeman is required to turn in to complete his 
week's settlement. 

The illustration shows one route’s settlement sheet 
for the week ending January 30. 
Work picked up the previous 
week, beginning January 19, to- 
taled $250.90 for drycleaning 
and $44.48 for shirts. These 
amounts, plus $42.11 represent- 
ing the returns and outs listed 
by the routeman on January 23, 
come to $337.49. 

This total was balanced on 
January 30 by the items listed 
at the right. Cash already re- 
ceived, plus salary, credits, and 
the returns and outs listed at the 
bottom of the sheet, left $151.48 
for the routeman to make up as 
his final settlement. 

Pete Day contrasted this sys- 
tem with that used by another 
cleaner in a nearby town. This 
operator used a similar three- 
part invoice ticket. The drivers 
would pull off their copies of the 
tickets when they delivered the 
bundles, and would cash in at 
the end of the week by turning 
in an amount of cash equivalent 
to their invoice copy totals. Then 
the plantowner would take the 
turned-in routemen copies, 
match them up with the office 
copies, and consider the matched 
invoices paid. Even though he 
knew which invoices were out- 
standing by the unmatched of 
fice copies, the drivers never 
seemed to catch up and _ the 
plant had no proper accounting 
for the unmatched copies. 

Adoption of the Day & Frick 
system not only cleared up this

When Mr. Fink can’t be at the show, Mr. Gross 
takes his place.

G & K depends on an advertising agency for techni- 
cal advice and film bookings. An agency representative 
is always at the telecast, and the agency writes a few 
commercials for the announcer to handle.

Eastern business men would feel less at home in this 
section of Maine than many Westerners. It is sparsely 
populated by Eastern standards. Guilford Dry Cleaners’ 
three trucks operate within a radius of 30 miles of the 
plant. The area contains 25,000 persons at the very 
most. There are 27 communities, including two towns 
of 4.000 or more population, two above 3,000 and three 
over 2,000 (including Guilford among the latter). That's 
less than 10 persons per square mile! Or less than three 
families per square mile 

In this area, where snowfalls are deep and long-last- 
ing, Mr. Galusha’s plant does an annual volume of 
$78,000. That is a little more than $3 a head or $12 per 
household. There is plenty of competition throughout 
the area 

This performance is based on three factors: location, 
quality of work, and vigorous sales promotion 

Study of the map shows the importance of the 
plant's location. All the paved roads in that section of 
the country radiate out of Guilford. Thus the three 
trucks run up much less mileage in covering the area 
than if the plant were in any of the other towns shown 
on the map. 

The quality of work at Guilford Dry Cleaners is very 
good. The plant has been on a charged system for over 
five years, and is well versed in its operation. In a typi- 
cally rural area, where much of the work is received in 
very badly soiled condition, the garments still get the

Each order is posted to a 
sheet, whether cash or charge, with date, invoice num- 
ber, amount of ladies’, men’s and household work, and 
the total 

These sheets are filled alphabetically by routes, as 
well as the store. They occupy the equivalent of three 
drawers in a filing cabinet 

Each day the girl who does the posting leafs through 
the sheets for customers who haven't been active re- 
cently, The names and addresses of five “inactives” are 
noted down on special blue slips for each of the routes 
to be covered the following day. These blue slips are 
handed to the routemen when they start out in the 
morning, and are returned with the reports filled out in 
the evening. 

On the following week, when the same routes are to 
be serviced again, the posting clerk continues from 
where the fifth name was chosen the last time in each 
group of sheets. Thus she only riffs through a compara- 
tively small number of sheets for each route. It usually 
takes about two months to return to the front of each 
file again. Plant-store customers are also on record, and 
a series of postcards and letters is mailed to the quiet 
accounts in that file 

There are over 10,000 customers’ sheets. About two

Routemen Play Important Role 


All this requires a high degree of familiarity with 
customers’ plans on the part of the routemen. They 
make it their business to learn when people will return 
and to get it noted on the sales control sheets. 

Contests among the routemen are used occasionally. 
If they are too frequent, Mr. Galusha feels, they lose 
their punch in a small plant. A typical contest lasts 
six weeks and is based on a drive for new customers. 
\ new customer, however, is not counted until the third 
order has been sent in. Old customers who haven't been 
heard from for over a year are counted at half the num- 
ber of points credited for a strictly new account. First 
prize in the contest will be something like an electric 
blanket, with toasters or percolators for second place. 
Thank-you letters are mailed from the plant to all new 
customers. 

All three routemen have been with Mr. Galusha for 
several years. They are well paid, in terms of the cost 
of living in that area. The base pay is $2 per day for a

It is probable that the shirt laundry should be in- 
cluded among the reasons listed earlier for the success 
of Guilford Dry Cleaners. It is now in its fourth year 
of operation (the plant's in its thirteenth year) and keeps 
the 2-girl shirt unit busy enough to guarantee the shirt 
laundry a profit on its own. 

Mr. Galusha likes best the way the shirt service has 
helped pull up the drycleaning volume during Maine's 
long winter months. Many of those farmhouse bundles 
contain only two or three shirts, but the shirt customers 
also have drycleaning that might not show up until 
spring. Nor is it hard to sell the shirt service to the 
farmers’ wives. The percentage of home washers is 
extremely high among them, yet they hate to iron shirts 
just as much as their city sisters. 

Apparently the farm women feel the same way 
about sewing (shades of grandma!). A cardboard tag is 
often hung over the neck of the hanger calling atten- 
tion to repairs done to a garment. Most of these are 
without charge to the customer. When there is enough 
labor involved to warrant a charge. the customer almost 
nvariably pays willingly and appreciatively. If there is 
any objection on the customer's part, the charge is 
waived at once.

It is important to bear in mind the distinction be 
tween insurance company “agents” and insurance “brok-

sign and issue policies and those who are merely agents 
of the company for the purpose of soliciting applica- 
tions to be transmitted to the company for 
tance or rejection, Strictly speaking, a broker is a mid- 


ers between agents who are 


accep 
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dleman who acts as the applic ants agent in securing 
insurance trom a company which he does not represent 
as agent 

The following summary of court decisions seems to 
apply to liability, as well as fire, insurance: “An agent 
without authority to contract binding insurance cannot, 
by stating to insured that the risk will attach at once, 
bind the [insurance] company; but agents having au- 
thority to insure, and not merely to take applications 
for insurance, may make binding stipulations of that 
kind.” (44 Corpus Juris Secundum 1269.) 

Instead of merely assuring the applicant that the 
policy to be issued will relate back to any losses occur- 
ring between the making of the application and the 
issuance of the policy, it is a common practice for gen- 
eral insurance “binder” or other 
memorandum that has the effect of temporary insur- 
ance. Or, there may be only an oral agreement that such 
insurance will be provided. Obviously, however, it is 
to the applicant's advantage to have something in writ- 
ing to show the agreement. ' 

Two conclusions are apparent: (1) No motor velgicle 
should be driven without the owner being sure He is 
covered by insurance, unless he is willing to run a risk 
that may bankrupt him. (2) If immediate coverage is 
needed, the cleaner should deal as directly with the 
insurance company as possible—at least with an agent 
empowered to issue a policy if not a general agency 
of the company —and not with a mere solicitor

No, according to a decision by the New York Su- 
preme Court, Appellate Division, First Department, in 
a case where a lawyer was sued for loss of a $5,000 mink 
coat that was left in his custody by a client. ( Fidelity & 
Guaranty Insurance Corp. v. Ballon, 113 N. Y. Supp. 
2d 546.) The court's statement clearly applies to clean- 
ers, as well as to other bailees (temporary custodians of 
personal goods ) 

‘Where, as here, there is proof that the property was 
delivered to the bailee and was not returned, it becomes 
his duty to show the surrounding circumstances of the 
loss.” The bailee must explain what care was given to 
the property in his possession and why he cannot return 
it

How To Align Pulleys 


The sketch shows at the left a common method of 
ligning pulleys, labeled “wrong.” The pulleys marked 
“wrong have every appearance of 
being in perfect alignment, but they 
are not in line. The use of a long 
slender pole or board as a straight- 
edge in the manner shown is all right 
provided the straightedge is really 
straight, but nine times out of ten it 


Ae 4} a 


is not. 

A method that assures true align- 
ment, using a cord instead of a 
straightedge, is illustrated at the 
right. When pulled taut a cord is al- 
ways perfectly straight with respect 
to a vertical plane. A cord does not 
warp. Also, cords are readily carried 
around in a pocket and are available 

almost anywhere on a moment's notice 

lo align the pulle vs on two paralle | shafts, A and B 
tie the cord to shaft A as at C, and hitch it around the 
pulley so that the cord makes contact at two points D 
and E almost diametrically opposite. When “just touch 
ing” E the cord is an accurate gauge for locating the 
pulley on shaft B. As indicated here the pulley on 
shaft B will have to be moved to the right or the 
pulley on shaft A will have to be moved toward the 
left to secure proper alignment 

Another method that is entirely too commonly 
employed in installing machinery is to simply “sight 
across’ from pulley to pulley, place the machine at ap 
proximately the desired spot, and then shift the machine 
bv the trial-and-error method until the belt stavs on the 
pulleys. 

The fact that a belt stays on pulleys isn’t proof that 
the pulleys are accurately aligned. A tight belt on 
crowned pulleys will offset considerable misalignment, 
the belt will “stay on” and the drive will “look” all right 
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It is better practice to first align the pulleys accurately 
Then the belt needn't be ope rated so tight. The belt will 
pull more, will operate more efficiently, and will last 
ongel 

In the aligning of pulleys watch out for 
lye Obviously, it. the shatt A’ is 
square, the cord may right ang 
with the shaft. Therefore to rotate 
the pulley and try the cord in several positions If the 
pulley wobbles the cord will indicate various locations
